RESULTS 


Dr. and Mrs. Winrod, with their four-year- 
old son Gordon were in Porto Rico November 
15th to December 12th. The trip on the ocean 
required ten additional days. DEFENDERS 
Conferences were held in many parts of the 
Island. 

Thirty-eight sermons were preached. The 
ministry resulted in 423 definite conversions. 
Each convert came out of the audience, 
walked forward, publicly professed Christ, Was 
prayed with, his name taken and given to 
some Protestant preacher. SOULS WERE 
SAVED EVERY NIGHT. 

Meetings were held in eleven towns and 
cities. Careful plans have been made for ex- 
tending the Island-wide revival now in prog- 
ress. A systematic survey and study of the 
moral and spiritual needs of the Island were 
made. (See pages 8 and 9.) 
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“Has Science Discovered God?” This is 
the title of a new book which is being an- 
nounced widely in secular magazines. It ‘s 
made up largely of a compilation of state- 
ments by well known scientists of the pres- 
ent generation. Quotations appear from 
specialists in the different realms of science 
such as Geology, Physics, Astronomy, Biol- 
ogy and Psychology. 

It is sometimes difficult to keep a straight 
face as one reads about the efforts of these 
men trying to “discover” God. First they 
try to get the Supreme Being under the 
range of their telescopes, then they try to 
dissect Him in their biological laboratories 
and finally you find them attempting to 
wrap their stupendous and exalted minds 
around Him. Their deductions are actually 
laughable to one who is trained in spiritua! 
science. The whole thing becomes more 
humorous when you see how seriously thev 
are taking themselves! It all sounds like 
the jabbering of a baby. 

We read, “The God envisioned by these 
scientists is not one that can be compacted 
In a creed .... Religion remains to carry 
on for moral progress, while research con- 
tinues to fathom the secrets of the universe 
—to find God in the atom.” How comfort- 
ing it must be to the soul of the “high- 
brow,” and how satisfying to his faith to 
visualize God as being in the atom. Ho 
hum! Of course there is intelligence in the 
atom that transcends mere materialism, but 
this “something” is not God—it is the hem 
of God’s garment. It is the creative spirit 
of nature which was set in motion by the 
Creator, but the whole mundane realm 
could be blotted out and nothing would be 
subtracted from the personality of the 
Heavenly Father.

Fifty years ago I heard 
O. S. Fowler, the world 
famous phrenologist, be- 
gin a lecture in Wichita 
by repeating this word ii 
a very impressive way 
three times, “growth, 
growth, growth.” His 
thought was that this is 
a world and life of 
growth, everything 
growing, education, 
knowledge, science, in- 
vention, even thought, as 
well as all nature. 
have a chart he marked 
for me, and time has 
proved it pretty accu- 
rate, if not quite perfect. 

All animal nature grows. When growth 
ceases, death and decay follow. Stones do 
not really grow. They may sometimes in- 
crease in size, but not by any life principle, 
merely by the addition of stony matter on 
the outside. The growth of both plants and 
animals is a marvelous thing. Of course 
there is only one way to account for life, 
and that is — God. Yet I see some men are 
still trying to produce life in their laborato- 
ries! They once thought that life produced 
itself from dead matter, but “spontaneous 
generation” was viven up long ago, and so 
they will give up this “laboratory life,” af- 
ter they wear themselves out. 


But plants and

growth in a day, or a month, a vear. 
Some keep growing from a hundred to a 
thousand years. All plants get large as they 
grow. Animals seem to have a fixed limit 
to their size, while they continue to grow.

The Romanovs of Russia also suffered 
from the same rare disease. The son of 
Tsar Nicholas II was a victim, having inher- 
ited it from his mother, Tsarina Alexandra. 
For this cause all Russia turned against her. 
The boys’ name was Alexis. He was the 
unfortunate heir to the Russian throne. With 
his parents he was finally butchered by the 
teds in Siberia. 

It was a spasm haemophilia from which 
the boy was suffering that first brought de- 
mon-possessed Rasputin, “the Holy Devil,” 
to the palace. The superstitious and mor- 
bid Tsarina heard that Rasnutin possessed 
healing powers. The eyes of the empire 
were focused upon him when, after stroking 
the boy’s frail body with his big, uncouth 
hands, all pain fled and the bleeding stopped. 
That “the Holy Devil” possessed a strange, 
occult power over the boy is generally con- 
ceded. The Tsarnia said that he was sent 
from God to preserve the heir to the Rus- 
sian throne. Rasputin finally gained control 
of the royal family and every depariment of 
government. His death was a great factor 
in ge “vol the Red Revolution. 

With Spain, like Russia, it seems that 
haemophilia was a bad omen which preceded 
Revolution.

that my five-year-old son would discuss lo- 
garithms. 

Another scientist, a Nobel prize winner, 
comes forth, makes his bow and says, “The 
idea that nature is at bottom benevolent has 
now become well-nigh universal. But the 
practical teaching of modern science — and 
it is the most insistent and effective preach- 
er in the world today — is extraordinarily 
like the preaching of Jesus.” If these words 
make sense I don’t understand the Englisa 
language. They remind one of the Scotch- 
man’s definition of philosophy. He said, 
“Imagine a hole in a fog-bank. Now im- 
agine the fog-bank rolled away and the hole 
still there. Well, that’s philosophy.” 

Another explosion of “hot air” comes from 
a teacher of astronomy in the Detroit Ob- 
servatory of the University of Michigan. 
He travels in this circle, “The most wonder- 
ful phenomena of one’s experience in this 
supremely wonderful universe is mind and 
personality, directing, controlling, creating. 
Even the evidences of purpose or end and 
gradual development in this universe are 
not more astonishing. No theory of this 
cosmos can be adequate which does not give 
some theory or hypothesis for the occur- 
rence of these two remarkable factors. I 
personally can conceive no hypothesis for 
all this which seems so simple and satisfac- 
tory, so adequate, so in accord with exist- 
ing niethods of scientific inference, as those 
conclusions which we commonly term reli- 
gion.” Figure it out, gentle reader, and see 
if you can tell what the learned gentleman 
is talking about. Paul refers to this kind 
of ranting when he says, “Ever learning 
and never able to come to the knowledge of 
the truth.” II Timothy 3:7. 

From the department of biology in Prince- 
ton comes this voice, “No one can furnish sci- 
entific proof of the existence or nature of 
God, but atheism leads to fatalism and de- 
spair, while theism leads to faith and hope 
and love.” And an English psychologist 
has this to say, “Psychology, in my view, 
affords convincing evidence of the reality 
and efficacy of Mind in Nature; and it af- 
fords strong, though not conclusive, evidence 
that mental organization is not wholly de- 
pendent upon the physical structure of the 
human organism.” 

The scientists quoted above are Kirtley 
F. Mather, Robert A. Millikan, Heber D. 
Curtis, Edwin G. Conklin and William 
McDougall. 

This scientific groping is but another

The fact that a man may know a few scien- 
tific theories does not imply that he is an 
infallible oracle in theological science. When 
a material scientist says there is nothing to 
Christian experience, regeneration and di- 
vine grace, no great importance need to be 
attached to his words, for the reason that 
he lacks the equipment essential to compre- 
hensive observation. He is trying to com- 
pute spiritual values with physical appara- 
tus. These men who affect to speak with 
authority in spiritual matters are invariably 
the very ones who go into spasms when they 
hear that a preacher is going to speak on 
evolution. They ask, “What right has a 
preacher to discuss science?” Well, right 
now we want to go on record as saying, 
“What right has a scientist to discuss 
theology ?”

As a slap at the Christian sabbath, the 
Reds of Russia abolished the seven-day week 
two years ago, changing over to a five-day 
basis. But last month another change was 
made, this time to a six-day week. The 
original plan to speed up industrial devel- 
opment was to have the rest days of the 
workers rotate, each man resting one day 
in five, four-fifths of the workers working 
all the time while one-fifth rested, the ma- 
chines never stopping. 

Now the Soviets are faced with the great 
scientific law, that machines as well as men, 
require a rest period one-seventh of the 
time. The original plan of the Reds that 
their machines should be kept working’ all 
the time proved impractical. Machines last 
longer, operate more efficiently end serve 
better when given a weekly “rest” — it 
seems that the vibration of the atoms is 
governed by the rhythmic law of seven in 
some inexplainable manner. 

Not willing to switch clear back to the 
seven-day week, the Soviets have now 
stopped at six, hoping thereby to overcome 
the obstacles without honoring the God-or- 
dained week of six days of labor and one 
day of rest. Hereafter, instead of rotating 
their rest days, the workers will all rest at 
the same time, every sixth day.

hairy mammal, and the great major kinds 
of mammals were distinct from one another 
from the beginning. Whales were always 
whales, seals always seals, marsupials al- 
ways marsupials, and so on. There are, of 
course, strong indications of relationship 
between different races of bears, or different 
felines, or different turtles, or snakes, but 
that is something entirely different from 
connecting bears and felines and turtles and 
snakes. 

Relationship between plants or between 
animals of fundamentally similar form is 
in fact the only valid argument for “evo- 
lution” that the evolutionists have and that 
is not truly evclution in the sense of chang- 
ing simple forms into highly complex forms. 
Because various ants are doubtless related 
to other ants, no reasonable man would say 
that worms could alter into ants without 
the help from the Almighty, or because the 
house cat and the lion were doubtless re- 


lated, no man in his sober senses would sav 
that both were therefore descended from a 
fish. Yet this is one of the “ev idences” for 


evolution, and the only one that is anythin:r 
but pure speculation. 


Embryology 


Consider the argument from embrvology: 
the first living things were assumedly tiny 
one-celled, shapeless creatures. The progress 
toward the higher animals would be through 
a change from one cell to many cells, then 
in process of time (in development toward 
the higher vertebrates) a fish wculd result, 
and in time horses, whales and men. In 
the growth of an individual horse or whaie 
or man the start is with a tiny one-celled 
mass of jelly (the life germ) which grows 
into an adult by degrees. The evolutionists 
point to this parallel with the utmost tri- 
umph: “The process of the growth of the 
individual is just what we assert in the pro- 
cess of evolution; therefore embryology 
proves evolution.” 

In the first place this argument is utter 
nonsense in view of the impossibility of eves 
originating without miracle, and for changes 
that of worm to shark, or shrew to 
whale, and the absence of any connecting

links. In 
way for sexual reproduction to oecur can be 
imagined than growth from an egg. After 
creation the erowth of the embryo is just 
what would take place for all we can see; 
then for the evolutionists to say because 
it takes place it vroves evolution is crazy 


foolishness. 
Vestigal Organs 


Thev argue, for example, that gill slits 
(so-called) in the human embryo and in the 
embryoes of other mammals, are indications 
that man descended from a fish. Without 
discussine various details of this, I merely 
remark that if heredity is strong enough 
to force the gills into a human embryo, her- 
edity would be strong enough to keep a fish 
from chaneing into a lizard and the lizard 
into a man. 

They talk about the appendix being a 
vestige of ancient digestive tracts and point 
out how the digestive tract of the ruminants 
(like cows and deer) has the organ highly 
developed and how many rodents have very 
human-like anpendices. Well, men are not 
supposed to be descended from either ru- 
minants or rodents, and how the presence of 
the appendix, or something like that ia 
those animals has any relation to man, no 
reasonable man can say. 

The same thing is said about the secon- 


dary eyelid, traces of which are found in 
men, while birds have it as an imnortant 
working organ. Since birds were not an- 
cestors of men, there seems to be no valid 
argument here. It looks as if the evolution- 
ists had grasned eagerly at everything 
which looked like an argument, never stop- 
ping to see if it made sense or not. 

There are a few very interesting true ves- 
tiges in nature, like the traces of leg bones 
in the python, which indicates that ancestors 
of the python once had legs. I consider this 
a valid indication of probable descent from 
an ancestor with legs, but it is an indication 
of degeneracy not evolution, for evolution 
to be true evolution, must be constructive, 
not toward degeneration. 

There are in fact abundant signs of de- 
generacy (the loss of organs) in nature. As 
a matter of fact it may be truthfully said 
that the first law of nature is toward de- 
generation. 

What the. vestigal legs of the python sig- 
nify besides degeneracy is the strength of 
heredity: although legs are useless, traces 
still remain. If heredity is strong enough to 
keep even unused legs, although the science 
of genetics shows that features can readilv 
be lost from an animal, heredity would keen 
legs from starting up in animals without 
legs, or eyes starting among animals with- 
out eyes, or milk glands starting among 
animals without milk, and so on. Again the 
evolutionists have grasped at a foolish ar- 
gument without seeing its folly, when they 
argue for evolution from the occasional per- 
sistence of unused organs. 


The Failure of Natural Selection 


One of the worst features of the belief 
in organic evolution is the admitted failure 
to find any means of the operation of even 
simple changes, such as that of (supposed- 
lv) both jackrabbit of the open country and 
the little blocky brush rabbit from some hy- 
pnothetical rabbit ancestor of them both. 
Darwin believed that he had found how such 
changes occurred and the learned men of 
his day mostly agreed with him. Very 
foolishly they assumed that if two kinds of 
rabbits could come from one kind. wholesale 
evolution should forthwith be believed, and 
that man must have come from a monkey, 
the monkey from a fish and the fish from an 
amoeba. That was rank silliness. Then to 
tov it all they finally discovered that Dar- 
win was wrong after all, that natural selec- 
tion was not able to operate evolution. 
Neither could thev find anv other way for 
it to operate. The late Wm. Bateson ac- 
knowledged this in his oft cited statement 
in Canada about a decade ago, but followed 
it up by the statement that we should be- 
lieve in evolution nevertheless, 

This is weird reasoning for a scientisr. 
T will admit the probability of descent of 
two kinds of rabbits from one kind, just as 
most creationists admit the probable de- 
scent of the lion and the leopard from the 


same original feline. Scientific research 
has demonstrated, however, that Natural 


Selection did not make these changes (for 
all that can be determined). Well, if Nat- 
ural selection did not, Super-natural selec- 
tion must have been responsible. That is 
plain, simple, common sense reasoning, and 
supernatural selection is to all intents and 
purposes, creation, although it is change af- 
ter creation, rather than absolute creation. 
Once more we face the evolutionist with the 
great fact of a miracle. 


The Uncertainty of Evolution 


Evolutionists today are like blind men in 
a mire as far as being clear about their 
theory. They cannot say how evolution oc- 
curred (the cause); they cannot say how it 
occurred in manner — whether the change 
from shrew to whale came gradually, by a 
let of minor changes, or in one or two great 
changes; much less can they say how the 
wing of bat or insect developed, or how the 
eye developed, or how milk started on the

We were met at the dock 
in San Juan (pronounced “San Wan”) by a 
scare of native Christians this morning. 
Beautiful sunrise scene as we entered the 
histeric harbor, passing the old Spanish 
Moro Castle. Here pirates plundered ships 
in early days. Enthusiasm knew no bounds 
as the Spanish preachers and evangelists 
greeted us. While yet out in the harbor we 
could see them waving and pointing to the 
Defender buttons on the lapels of their 
coats. We were taken to the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. T. M. Corson for lunch. Mr. Cor- 
son, an American, first came to Porto Rico 
years ago as superintendent of the Congre- 
gational work on the Island. Both Mrs. 
Winrod and I spoke briefly at the morning 
service of the Alianza Iglesia in Santruce 
(suburb of San Juan), Mr. Corson interpret- 
ing. Rev. J. F. Rodriguez, (pronounced 
“Rod-rick-us”), the leader of the work of 





The Defenders in Porto Rico took us by 
automobile this afternoon to Manati (pro- 
nounced ‘“Man-a-tee’”’), an old Spanish town 
of 9,000 population, in which no more than 
a half-dozen Americans reside, where the 
first Defenders Conference is to be held 
in the Alliance and Disciples churches. Here 
we met two fine native preachers, Rev. Po- 
lanco of the Alliance and Rev. Rivera of the 
Disciples. Rev. Polanco is a courageous, 
self-sacrificing evangelistic preacher; Rev. 
Rivera, is a brilliant man of warm heart 
qualities, a fluent speaker in both English 
and Spanish; he spent two years studying 
in the University of Chicago, and is pastor 
of one of the largest churches in Porto Rico. 

. . The opening gun of the !sland-wide 
campaign was fired this evening, Brother 
Rivera interpreting. The building was 
packed to capacity, many were unable to 
get in, and at the close six professed con- 
version. At the end of this busy day, we 
have now retired to the most peculiar hotel 
in which we have ever lived, thoroughly 
Spanish in custom. “Believe it or not” — 
a hog is kept tied with a rope around its 
neck, day and night, in the lobby. (Later: 
There has developed a sweet affection be- 
tween us and the owners of this hotel. It 
is a Roman Catholic family of middle-life. 
They are kind to us, and provide carefully 
selected foods, attentive of our every wish; 
they literally fell in love with Gordon, his 
white, tender skin being so unlike the dark, 
swarthy, Spanish children. Here we re- 
mained for over a week enjoying charac- 
teristic, Spanish hospitality.) 

November 16. Two addresses today, 19 
a. m. and 7:30 p. m. Rev. Rodriguez and 
Rev. Rivera are to alternate in interpreting 
during the Manati Conference. I do not 
find it difficult to speak through interpret- 
ers. Seven accepted Christ at the close of 
the evening service. 

November 17. Pastors and evangelists 
of many denominations are beginning to as- 
semble in Manati for the campaign. I no-, 
tice that all of them respect Brother Rod- 
riguez. All of the preachers are native 
Porto Ricans in humble circumstances. All 
speak Spanish. Mrs. Winrod spoke at 10 a. 





m. I spoke at 7:30 p. m. Six conversions. 
November 18. Already I am being im- 
pressed with the appalling need of Porto 
Rico. A score of starving beggars scamp- 
ered at my heels as I walked through town 
today; they held out brown, skinny, withered 
palms; all of them pitiful specimens of hu- 
man wreckage; a penny is the usual amount 
to give them; with that they can buy two 
oranges. I spoke at 10 a. m., and a much 
loved native Baptist pastor, Rev. Landron, 
preached at 7:30 p. m. in Spanish. 

November 19. I preached in Manati at 2 
p. m., and this evening Brothers Rodriguez 
and Ramos took me to Vega Baja, a nearby 
village. As we entered the town a large 
crowd was assembled in the open air. Rain 
soon began to fall, so we were driven into 
the little building. Every foot of space was 
occupied, with people standing all evening. 
Despite the rain, the crowd overflowed the 
Chapel and stood out into the street within 
hearing distance. When the invitation was 
given seven came forward. In the hotel to- 
day a man, who understands English, heard 
my voice in conversation and asked if in 
1929 I ever preached through air channel 
WBBM from Chicago. It developed that 
every Sunday afternoon at 4 p. m. (Chicago 
time) he used to hear me through his pow- 
erful radio set here in Manati. 

November 20. We are having right good 
fun trying to speak Spanish. In the stores, 
the first thing we ask of the clerk is, “You 
sabba English?” Frequently the answer 
comes back, “A leetle.” At last we are able 
to feed ourselves in Spanish. “Agua” is 
water. “Pan,” is bread. “Genao,” is bana- 
na. “Asuga,”’ is sugar. “Arroz,” is rice. 
“Leche,” is milk. “Queso,” cheese. 
“Huevos,” is egg. “Bueno,” good. 
“Noche,” is night. “Gracias,” is thanks. 
I preached at 7:30 p. m. on “Life After 
Death,” and fourteen were converted. Mrs. 
Winrod sang a verse of “Faith of our Fa- 
thers” in English and to the amazement and 
delight of the audience she repeated it in 
Spanish. 

November 21. Saturday; spent the day 
working, with the Spanish brethren on the

We have discovered a most helpful language 
which everyone understands; it is “smile 
language.” My, how a Porto Rican does 
relish a smile! A smile immediately forms 
a contact and breaks down barriers, no mat- 
ter if they cannot understand our English. 
I spent this morning working out publishing 
details for The Spanish Defender in our 
new, Arecibo office.... We were driven 
28 miles this afternoon to Morovis where 
the meeting tonight was held in the open 
air, and what a meeting it was! The ser- 
vice was conducted in the town plaza. 
Every town has a plaza and a Roman Ca- 
tholic Church. All of Porto Rico’s towns 
were originally built around churches; one 
church in each town and they are called 
“Temples.” A preacher who first went to 
Morovis in 1904 said it was the largest 
crowd he had ever seen assembled in the 
town. On a far corner of the plaza a man 
yas standing erect, hands at nis side, per- 
fectly still, in the center of a group of 
people. He had been standing in that posi- 
tion for twelve hours, trying to break the 
community record for still standing. We 
soon broke up his show, for all the people 
left him standing alone and came over to 
hear the “Americano” speak through an in- 
terpreter. At the conclusion of my simple 
Gospel message, nine walked out of the 
crowd, came forward and accepted Christ. 
November 29. God has blessed the testi- 
mony on the north side of the Island and 
now we are ready to move to the southern 
territory. Mrs. Winrod spoke to a large 
Sunday School this morning. It is a Porto 
Rican custom to have no Sundey morning 
preaching service, just Bible Senool. To- 
night, the attendance was the same as the 
two previous evenings in Arecibo and when 
we “pulled the net” at the close of the ser- 
mon, seventeen accepted the Lord. 
November 30. Words fail utterly to de- 
scribe our feelings tonight. This has been an 
interesting and peculiar day. We crossed 
the Island by automobile and this evening 
finds us quietly resting in our hotel room at 
Guayama (pronounced “Y-uam-ma”), with 
our thoughts, correspondence and Bible, a 
downpour of rain outside. We are tired in 
body and somewhat troubled in mind. 
Troubled because of the crying need we are 
seeing; wondering how we will ever be able 
to explain it all to the people back home — 
how we will be able to live these days over 
again in memory and inspire believers to 
share the Spanish burden and vision! Our 
lives will never be the same again after this 
trip today across the Island. Such mountain 
scenery and natural tropical beauty we have 
never seen. We know now why President 
Theodore Roosevelt called this “The Swit- 
zerland of America” in 1904. And, such 
suffering, poverty, degradation and disease 
among the masses of poor, down-trodden 
people we never dreamed could exist on any 
possession of the United States. True to 
an old oriental custom, the Spanish people, 
men, women and children, carry their burd- 
ens on their heads, along the country roads. 
Their faces all look worn and weary. Broth- 
er Rodriguez said to me today, “These poor 
people need the Gospel to change the ex- 
pression on their faces; the Gospel will take 
the sadness off and put a shine on instead.” 


The little huts in which they live! All the 
windows and doors are shut tight of nights 
against the air and mosquitos. One would 
think the people would suffocate. How will 
we make the folks back home understand ? 
We are left to think over this question to- 
night as the rain beats down. Gordon is 
asleep; he is tired and pretty well shaken 
up from the days’ travel and an automobile 
accident in the mountains which came near 
being very serious this afternoon, but God 
protected us. Fortunately I am not preach- 


ing this evening. The rest is welcome. 
Goodnight! 
December 1. A new day! Refreshing 


rest last night! The sun is shining. The 
rain is over. Things seem brighter. We 


are going out to take some pictures today 
to help us tell the story of Porto Rico’s 
need to the friends in the States.... We 
had a fine meeting tonight. The services 
this week are being held in the Methodist 
Church of Guayama. The pastor, a Spanish 
Brother, was most cordial to Brother Rodri- 
guez and myself and the people literally 
loaded Mrs. Winrod down with flowers. 
The spacious auditorium was filled, with 
people standing in the vestibule. Three 
came forward, indicating conversion. 

December 2. We are deeply impressed 
with Guayama. It is a clean little city of 
about 10,000 population, fronting on the 
ocean. We like it because it seems so Amer- 
ican in its atmosphere. The people are gra- 
cious, courteous and hospitable. Brother 
Rodriguez preached here five years and is 
much loved.and respected by the communi- 
ty. ... The attendance tonight was a re- 
petition of last night. Twelve were con- 
verted. 

December 3. A good part of the day was 
spent visiting eleven out-stations, chapel 
preaching points in the poverty stricken 
areas established by Brother Rodriguez dur- 
ing his years of fruitful ministry in Guay- 
ama. I find that he is already working on 
the Chapel plan which suggested itself to 
me before coming to Porto Rico. Clusters 
of little huts dot the country sections off of 
the main highways. There is always a com- 
munity of laborers near sugar factories. In 
the sugar-cane districts, or back in the hills, 
as a matter of fact anywhere you go over 
the Island, there are clusters of huts where 
there is no religion and none of the advan- 
tages of civilization. These people, by the 
tens of thousands, live in disease, misery, 
ignorance and superstition. The children 
are naked and all adults go barefocted. The 
population is Spanish and negro and a mix- 
ture of the two. The Spanish language is 
spoken entirely. There is not enough food 
to eat. Tens of thousands went to bed last 
night hungry, their diet for the day being 
herbs, a little fruit and black coffee. The 
children all show the effects of undev- 
nourishment. Our plan is to establish Gos- 
pel nerve-centers, to be callad Defender 
Chapels, out in these country districts, over 
which laymen will preside. Christian lay- 
men, who work at their trades in the larger 
towns, will visit these preaching noints each 
week under the direction of Brother Rodri- 
guez. The expense of operating such 
Chapels will be small; buildings of the most 
inexpensive sort will be needed only when it 


rains; open-air meetings with a portable 
organ are preferred. Remember, the cli- 


mate is tropical all vear; never cold. Broth- 

er Rodriguez already has eleven such Chap- 

els functioning for The Defenders near 

Guayama, but we should some day have a 

thousand. . . . We had a blessed service

December 4. We were driven to the 
quaint old Spanish city of Ponce (pro- 
nounced (“Pon-see”) and back to Guayama 
today. It is the second largest sity in Porto 
Rico, with a population of 53,000..... The 
crowd was the same this evening as previ- 
ous nights and three accepted Christ. 

December 5. Mrs. Winrod spoke here in 
Guayama tonight, the Methodist pastor in- 
terpreting, thus making it possible for 
Brother Rodriguez and me to go to Salinas 
(pronounced “Sal-ee-nus”), a aistance of 
twenty-five kilometers. Distance is meas- 
ured by kilometers in Porto Rico instead of 
miles. The churches in both Guayama and 
Salinas were too small to take care of the 
crowds. The Salinas meeting was held in 
the @hristian church, the pastor of which, 
though a native, reads English, and has been 
a subscriber to The Defender several 
months. Three came forward when the in- 
vitation was given. As the end cf the tour 
approaches, there are many duties, decisions 
and details to be worked out looking for- 
ward to the future Spanish ministry. 

December 6. This has been a busy day, 
our fourth Sunday on the Isiand. Mrs. 
Winrod spoke in the Methodist Church and 
I spoke in the Guayama a Taber- 
nacle (more will be said about this Defend- 
ers center later) this morning. At two 
o’clock we had one of the most remarkable 
meetings I had ever attended; it was hei 
in the Guayama prison. As I spoke, the air 
seemed electrified. The spirit of the service 
was simply tense. That one meeting was 
worth the whole trip to Porto Rico! The 
upturned faces of men, many of whom had 
never heard the Gospel, was a striking pic- 
ture. These men were in trouble and sin 
was the cause. I tried to explain the whole 
Gospel story, speaking on the subject, “Sin 
and Its Remedy.” And, to my amazement 
over 200 men made open decisions, express- 
ing their desire to accept the Blood of Je- 
sus Christ as the remedy for sin. It was a 
scene I shall never forget. We went from 
the prison service back to the Methodist 
church, with a deep feeling of gratitude; 
the afternoon mass meeting started at 3 
o’clock. The closing meeting of the Guay- 
ama campaign was held this evening, mak- 
ing five addresses today. God honored the 
final service with nine souls. 

December 7. We traveled over a _ pic- 

turesque mountain road from Guvayama to 
Cayey (pronounced “Ki-j”) this morning. 
This old highway was built by Spain and 
many lives were lost during its construction. 
Cayey has a large Baptist church, and its 
pastor, Rev. Landron, is one of the strony- 
est preachers on the Island. The Baptists 
are doing a noble work in Porto Rico. 
The large building was packed an hour be- 
fore the service began, with hundreds 
standing in the streets. Brother Rodriguez 
interpreted and there were eleven decisions 
at the close. 

December 8. It is most gratifying to see 
the Defender consciousness gradually un- 
folding.

“SINISTER SHADOWS.” By Edwin 
Marshall Hadley. Published by The Tower 
Press. Price $2.50. Pages 385. 

This is an exposure of Bolshevism in 
American schools and colleges written in 
the form of a story. The narrative itself 
in places is uninteresting owing to so many 
quotations regarding the activities of Com- 
munism. The facts, however, are set forth 
in plain, unmistakable language. The auth- 
or proves conclusively that scores, if not 
hundreds, of professors in the educational 
institutions of the States are actively en- 
gaged in the propagation of Communism 
with the avowed purpose of overthrowing 
the American Government and placing the 
Red Flag on the White House. In many in- 
cidents their names are given. He shows 
that places such as Hull House, Chicago, of 
Jane Addams’ fame, are sympathetic te 
Bolshevism. Stalin, the prominent dictator 
of Russia, is portrayed as a criminal, a rob- 
ber, a murderer, the man who with his ganz 
planned the Tifles bank robbery in 1907 
when 50 victims were murdered in cold 
blood for gold. “Probably never in all his- 
tory,” he writes, “has such a desperate 
crew of pirates and cut-throats wielded such 
power as do the present rulers of Soviet 
Russia.” Speaking of moral conditions he 
tells of the boys and girls who are quartered 
together in the same dormitories in the 
boarding schools of Russia. Quoting Zino- 
viev, he says: “We hope that the party will 
step by step conquer the Proletarian forces 
of America and in the not distant future 
raise the Red Flag over the White House.” 
His revelations of the inner workings of the 
Communistic party among the students of 
the United States is almost unthinkable. 
The story itself closes with the complete 
overthrow of Bolshevism by the expulsion 
of all the professors advocating it in a cer- 
tain college as an example to other seats of 


learning.

“CHRISTIAN SCIENCE IN THE LIGHT 
OF HOLY SCRIPTURE.” By T. Wilkinson 
Riddle. Published by Marshall, Morgan & 
Scott, Ltd. Price 75c. Pages 96. 


The author has spared no pains in his 
study of Christian Science and its claims. 
He has read little or nothing of what its op- 
ponents have written, but has gone to the 
writings of authorities in defense of the 
cult. Hence he has been unbiased in his 
study. 

He deals with Christian Science in the 
light of Holy Scripture. The Bible, he af- 
firms, is the final court of appeal and the 
false doctrines of Christian Science are 
weighed by its statements. In a scholarly 
and Christian spirit he treats of the doctrine 
of Man, Evil, Christ, the Atonement, the 
Holy Spirit, Prayer, the Last Things and 
Healing. He proves conclusively that the 
plain statements of the Bible are twisted 
and made to teach what they do not in order 
to support the erroneous claims of Christian 
Science. 

He was impressed, he states, when he 
commenced his investigation, with the fact 
that Christian Science strangely miscon- 
strued many clear and accepted statements 
of the Bible. Not content with ignoring 
whole tracts of spiritual territory which 
were not congruous to their creed, Chris- 
tian Science writers insist on giving a twist 
here and a turn there to fundamental Bib- 
lical words. This he clearly demonstrates in 
his book. 


“SINCE CALVARY.” By Lewis Browne. 
Published by The Macmillan Company. 


Price $3.50. Pages 443. 


In these pages we find Bruce Barton be- 
ing “out-Bartoned.” While very interest- 
ing, as any study of church history is cer- 
tain to be, “Since Calvary” is representative 
of a certain strata of superficial modern 
thinking. That there is an appetite for this 
sort of material will not be disputed. An 
interesting thing is the liberty these men 
take in reading into Bible narratives their 
own ideas and _ private’ interpretations. 
Somehow, everybody is concerned about the 
Bible and Jesus and Paul and Luther. The 
very mention quickens interest on the part 
of the rank and file of readers. The pur- 
pose of the Bartons, Brownes, et al, is to dis- 
mantle the Bible and everybody in it of 
everything that resembles the supernatural. 
Jesus was a salesman. Paul had fits, etc., 


etc. No matter how much you have to 
warp, twist, wound, cut, bruise, maim an 
garble, the meaning must be explained 
away, the miracle must be destroyed. The 
petals must all be pulled from the rose. 
The subtlety of the error is the fact that 
this, and other books of its kind, are so 
very readable, as in the case of Barton’s 
“The Man Nobody Knows.” 

For instance, let us look at the story of 
Pentecost, as presented in “Since Calvary.” 
Mere we go for a gallop through the Book of 
Acts, mutilating the Pentecostal outpour- 
ing, “Being that they were hapless country- 
folk ... They began to gather in Jerusalem 

... eagerly, anxiously, frenziedly .... 
enough is told for us to be able to recon- 
struct the scene . Somewhere in a 
noisome quarter of that crowded city, in an 
ancient house of crumbling stone and mud 

. . one hundred and twenty faith-crazed 
peasants stand and wait. The men 
bearded, and the women are veiled... It is 
summer outside .... Flies buzz about with 
maddening persistence, settling on sore eyes 
and scabby heads ... . sweat streaminz 
from tight-packed bodies fouls the air till it 
is beyond breathing, and lungs gasp ani 
heads ache and reel . ... sudden frenzy 
seizes them .... minds are near collapse 
. . . .And their minds do collapse in that 

Hysteria sweeps through the 
.... Meaningless cries spring from 
their lips, inarticulate screams and yells.” 
This is Browne’s story of Pentecost. 

He overlooks about nine-tenths of the ac- 
count in Acts. Perhaps he does not know 
that Pentecost was prophecied in many Old 
Testament portions, but he did read in Acts 
that Peter explained how the prophecy of 
Joel was at that moment being fu'filled. Joel 
described Pentecost 800 years in advance. 
Who told Joel? 

Notwithstanding, this book represents 
much research. It is well written and beau- 
tifully bound. Its outline of church history 
is of course extremely valuable.

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have addressed so far. As usual the build- 
ing was overflowed with hundreds listening 
in from outside. This church is one of 
about a half dozen in Porto Rico that is 
self-supporting, this is to say that it no 
longer receives money from the denomina- 
tion. Its prosperous condition is due large- 
ly to the leadership of its brilliant pastor, a 
cultured gentleman, a trained scholar who 
speaks both English and Spanish. The re- 
vival spirit continues. Everywhere preacn- 
ers say they have never known such wide- 
spread interest in Protestant Christianity. 
When I gave the appeal tonight, there were 
forty-one bright conversions. 

December 9. We were driven to Santurce 
(pronounced “San-tur-see”) today, and tak- 
en to the home of Mr. and Mrs. Corson, 
where we will remain until time to sail next 
Saturday. This touch of home-life, with 
these good people, is most acceptable after 
these weeks of travel, native hotels and 
native food. Santurce is a suburb of San 
Juan. ... I preached here tonight and 
there were ten decisions. San Juan is a 
prosperous, bustling city of 114,000 popula- 
tion with several good churches. The Min- 
isterial Association is backing the meetings 
here and several pastors were present this 
evening. The American atmosphere is 
most refreshing, though the language an/l 
customs are of course Spanish. 

December 10. I have not preached once 
in English since coming to Porto Rico. All 
services are in Spanish. Brother Rodriguez 
has done wonderful interpreting. He is pos- 
sessed of an indomitable spirit and in our 
sermons we have enjoyed some real team- 
work. He catches my every thought, the 
instant I utter it, and with lightning speed 
puts it into Spanish for the audience. He 
has shown qualities of leadership, humility, 
unselfishness and spirituality that have en- 
deared him to me. I feel richer because 
of these weeks of fellowship and work to- 
gether. Mrs. Winrod and I find that it 1s 
going to be difficult to tell these people good- 
bye day after tomorrow. ... I preached to- 
night in the San Juan Methodist Church. It 
is the largest Protestant building in Porto 
Rico, a very beautiful and imposing struc- 
ture, one that would appear magnificent 
anywhere in the United States, but the con- 
gregation is very small due to the Catholi- 
cism of this old city. The seating capacity 
is more than one thousand and it was well 
filled this evening. At the close I was able 
to secure only one decision for our Lord. 
More than fifty pastors of different denomi- 
nations were in the audience, having come 
in for the grand climax of the Crusade from 
all over the Island. I was told that Protes- 
tantism has never been so energized as at 
the present moment. Scores of these native 
preachers who need help and encouragement 
have been so urgent in soliciting our return 
to Porto Rico that it has actually been em- 
barrassing at times. I am sorry to report 
that there are evidences of Modernism 
creeping into the Protestant ranks; the pres- 
ent activity of The Defenders is most op- 
portune. What Porto Rico needs more than 
anything else is a revival and before our 
eyes we see it coming to pass. Roman Cath- 
olicism is the great problem here and a re- 
vival is the supreme need in correcting this 
monstrous wrong. Tomorrow will be the 
great closing day. At 7:30 p. m. I wiil 
preach in the Methodist Church and froin 
9:30 p. m. to 10:30 p. m. The Defenders 
will take the air through channel WKAQ, 
the only station on the Island. There are 
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8,000 receiving sets in Porto Rico and the 
station is heard regularly in the United 
States, Virgin Islands, Domonican Republic, 
South America, Central America and other 
places. We will have a tremendous invisible 
audience; Brother Rodriguez will interpret. 
Churches everywhere are putting receiving 
sets in their pulpits in order to pick up the 
program for audiences which will assemble 
over the Island. I shall preach on “Grace” 
remembering that Catholicism, the great 
dominating religion of this part of the world, 
is a religion of “Works.” 

December 11. Back in the Corson home 
tonight, it is hard to describe our feelings 
concerning the heavy duties of this, the last 
day of the Crusade. This morning was de- 
voted to making final preparations for our 
departure and seeing El Moro, the old Span- 
ish Fort, which is so rich in history and 
tradition. ... We had a wonderful meet- 
ing tonight in the Methodist Church, and 
when I gave the last invitation of the Cru- 
sade, eleven came forward to publicly ex- 
press their saving faith in Christ. From 
the Church, no less than forty singers ani 
preachers went with us to the radio studios 
for the last great service. We sang, prayed 
and preached for an hour over the air. Te- 
legrams poured in — 300 were gathered 
around a receiving set in Cayey; there were 
similar assemblies in Arecibo, Guayama and 
other points. It is safe to say that we had 
one of the best radio audiences ever known 
in the West Indies. Brother Rodriguez in- 
terpreted for me; little Gordon said a final, 
precious farewell into the microphone, and 
Mrs. Winrod offered the final prayer, and 
concluded by the singing of a Gospel verse. 


This is the first time the radio was ever used 
here for a Gospel service, and it proved to 
be an appropriate climax to the twenty- 
eight glorious days of Defender service. 

December 12. It is 1 p.m. We are com- 
fortably located in our stateroom on the 
Barbara. We have just finished waving 
final farewells to precious friends as the 
ship pulled out of the harbor and into the 
ocean. Now for needed rest, prayer and di- 
version. We are due in Baltimore next 
Thursday and here is a cable from Brother 
Boyer asking me to preach in his churen 
that night. 

December 17. We boarded the train at 
11 p. m. tonight in Baltimore after a great 
service in Mr. Boyer’s Scott Street United 
Brethren Church. Dr. E. F. Webber, the 
well known Defender evangelist is engaged 
in a great revival there at present. A large 
group of Baltimore friends met us at the 
dock, and after being “shot” a few times 
by the photographer of the Baltimore Sun, 
we retired to the Boyer home for a day of 
joyful fellowship. We shall never forget 
the thrill that came to us this morning as 
the ship rolled into the harbor; before we 
could distinguish for sure the cutlines of 
our friends on the dock, the music of trom- 
bones came floating, at first faintly across 
the still water, “Faith of our Fathers.” Nev- 
er has this precious hymn, the battle-ery of 
the Defenders Movement sounded so sweet 
to our anxious hearts, standing us we were 
on the upper deck of the steamship Barbara.

Surrounded and watched by a strong 
chain of soldiers and agents of the Soviet 
Secret Service De :partme nt at the station, 
all were pushed into goods wagons, the 


people separately from their possessions. A 
number of families were packed into one 
wagon so that there was no room for sleep- 


ing. At the end of their journey they were 
placed in wooden barracks, some 70 to 80 
persons in each. On each side along the 


walls were erected boards on which to sleep. 


There were no tables, or chairs. Each a 
only room enough to lie down. When it 
rains, water pours in upon them and the 


wind blows through the walls. High up from 


the floor are four little windows for light. 
The firewood they have to gather them- 
selves for the heating and preparation of 
food. 

Last summer there was no separate bar- 
racks for those suffering from infectious 
diseases. For instance, for quite a while 


an epidemic of dysentery raged, from which 


Mr. G. died. On bare boards the sick were 
lying amongst the healthy. Soon after ar- 
rival many died and no more room was left 
for those still alive. Last Christmas in one 
of the barracks all excent three became ill 
with spotted typhus. Miss L. wrote that no

It is much worse with those who are 
sent to the so-called concentration camps of 
Arkhangel. The work there is extremely 
difficult, the food much worse and altogether 


insufficient. The pastor of S. said that one 
night 78 in their camp were shot at once. 
At first a ditch was made, then all these 
people were lined up alongside. The sen- 
tence was carried out by soldiers, who were 
first intoxicated by strong drink.| The fol- 
lowing morning one of the victims was still 
alive and asked to have his life ended alto- 
gether. Yet this man had to suffer for 
quite a while because permission was giv- 
en by the comissars for the shooting. Hu- 
man life there is without any value what- 
soever. 

The Soviet officials said to me personally: 
“We cannot let anybody out from Russis, 
because those who have been allowed to 
leave our land, are telling too much abroad 
about the life here.” 

In Leningrad there are a considerable 
number of workers from Germany. They 
receive their remuneration in gold value 
and have plenty of food, — thus they are 
able to praise Russia’s conditions in the 
newspapers in Germany. 

It is the greatest desire of the martyrs of 
Russia that people in other countries should 
know about their life and at least offer 
prayer on their behalf. 

When I think of the thousands of suffer- 
ers who are exiled to the Solvetsky Islands, 
Arkhangel, Murmansk, Ural Mountains, 
Siberia and Sakhalin; and even about those 
who are not exiled but suffer in their own

When | Was in Spain 


By Oswald J. Smith 





When I was in Spain in 1929 the king was 
still on his throne and Roman Catholicism 
was the State Religion. Freedom was un- 
known. No meeting could be held in a pri- 
vate home with more than nineteen pres- 


ent. No services could be conducted in any 
building except an authorized chapel. 


Preaching the Gospel in the open air was 
absolutely forbidden. 

Yet God strangely led and, as a result of 
the burden for Spain, work was undertaken, 
a Bible Training School established, Dean 
Sholin sent over, students trained, and all 
kinds of preparations for a new advance 
made, though little did any of us dream 
that the day of opportunity would come so 
soon. 

But, praise God, a few months ago the 
king lost his throne and religious liberty 
was declared. Protestantism for the first 
time in many years was placed on the same 
basis as Roman Catholicism. Hence, our 
opportunity had arrived. God had been 
leading and our preparations were not in 
vain.

Dear Brother Smith,— 

“Many thanks for your last letter and for 
the cable which we deeply appreciate. We 
ordered the Russian Bibles at once from 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
Brother Romanoff was very much cheered 
by your cable. He said today that if you 
were here at the time when the cable ar- 
rived he would have embraced you. We 
certainly thank God for even $100.00 worth 
of Bibles for the Russian refuyees and we 
pray that other donations may be receive: 
by you so that more Bibles can be pur- 
chased and circulated. 

“T want to let you know about our joys. 
Last Sunday the Lord revived several souls. 
A Russian journalist has been converted. 
For several weeks he has been standing 
true. Like a child he rejoices in his salva- 
tion. His whole life has been changed and 
illuminated. Formerly he was a turbulent 
man. In the past he suffered much. For 
eighteen months he was imprisoned in Sov- 
iet Russia where he daily awaited death. 
Now he has the disposition of a child. He 
used to be the private secretary of Grand 
Duke Dmitri Pavlovitch, the cousin of the 
late Czar. This Grand Duke was one of the 
three partners in Rasputin’s murder. The 
other two were Prince Yousoupoff, a 
brother-in-law of the Czar, and the last one 
Mr. Pourishkevich, a former member of 
the Douma. 

“One of our missionaries has been reading 





your book in Russian, ‘The Revival We 
Need.’ He says that with tears he asked 
for forgiveness because he had prayed so 
little. He has received great blessing. God 
is giving him a passion for souls. For a 
month he says he has been fighting Satan. 
Sometimes the heavens seems like brass 
and his heart is filled with ice as it were, 
but the Lord inevitably gives victory. Thus 
God is dealing deeply with our mission- 
aries. 

“T plead with you, Brother Smith, not to 
curtail the great work we are seeking to do 
if at all possible in spite of the depression. 
We feel that we are just beginning. Our 
Mission Stations have now been firmly es- 
tablished and we are rapidly evangelizing 
a million refugees in France. Our work is 
favorably spoken of everywhere and we 
have the ear of the intelligentsia. It would 
be a shame to have to close any of the Sta- 
tions now. Our needs are great. Conver- 
sions are taking place daily. We are wit- 
nessing on every side. Won’t you, please, 
urge your people to give to the limit during 
1932 that our work may go on.

We 
celebrated our baptismal festival and sever- 
al Latgalia souls, bought by the precicus 
blood of Jesus, were baptized. The hail 
was packed. The believers walked through 
the streets in a procession, singing hymns, 
and a great crowd followed. 

Missionary Buchholes tells of a million 
pilgrims gathered to worship Mary and of 
bitter opposition from them teward the 
work. He relates in detail the story of how 
a very wicked sinner was saved and went 
to heaven rejoicing. 

For the first time in the history of this 
community, writes Missionary Bukstins, a 
baptismal service was held and a_ great 
crowd attended. Two were immersed, the 
firstfruits of this hardened district. The 
people are very hostile, but souls are be- 
ing saved nevertheless. Thank God, we are 
getting results. 

Missionary Murnieks tells of visiting a 
Roman Catholic priest who was preaching 
a series of sermons against him and his 
work. The priest, he said, pushed him off 
the porch, refused to let him in or talk to 
him. 

During the month, writes Missionary Us- 
is, six souls were definitely saved and many 
awakened. A large number of Jews have 
become deeply interested in the Gospel. 

One of our workers on the Soviet Border 
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Pastor J. Kurcit 


where there are many Jews and a commu- 
nistic spirit, held a meeting which was at- 
tended largely by Jews. Upon entering, 
they refused to remove their hats and com- 
menced to interrupt. They were urged to be 
silent but refused, whereupon a number in 
the congregation arose and, going to where 
they sat, commanded them to leave the hall. 
This they would not do. Finally the police 
eame and they then left cursing and blas- 
pheming. At the close a Jew arose and 
addressed the congregation, abusing and 
slandering the missionary shamefully. 

However, several souls were awakened 
and the Lord helped. The opposition is ter- 
rific. Yet it is proof to us of Christ’s victo- 
ry, for we know the opposition comes from 
the devil. 


In view of the terrific persecution that is 
raging on the Soviet Border of Russia, we 
would urge those in the homeland to re- 
member us specially in prayer and to ask 
God’s strength for every worker. What a 
task is ours! What an opportunity! God 
help us to stand firm in these days of dark- 
ness. Hundreds have been saved and Sa- 
tan knows it, and hundreds more will be 
saved, we are assured. No wonder we are 
opposed.

I. STATEMENT OF FACTS

is not unknown in Missionary Vocabulary, suggesting somebody going 


If this has ever been true 


in other Mission Fields, it is surely true on the Russian Mission Field, and especially in Soviet Russia itself. 


One can scarcely imagine lower and darker regions of the 
earth spiritually, than in the present- -day Soviet Russia. From 
all the news and reports that we receive, one almost begins to 
wonder whether the sun is still shining there, and if the sky is 
still blue. For everything has become so terrible, the suffering 
so incredible, the need so appalling, that it staggers the imagina- 
tion, and baffies human reason. If, three years ago, the need 
was great, today it is seven-fold greater. Cries for help reach 
us persistently; are we to desert them, who are down in the 
depths of distress? 

We must confess that the holding of the ropes has not been, 
for some of us, a very easy task. It has meant much labour of 
love, many weary nights, and supreme exertion for some of our 
Missionary leaders. The temptation has sometimes come, can 
we who hold the ropes continue much longer? But if it has 
been hard for us who are happily outside the Soviet hell, what 
must be the feelings of those who are right inside? And if we 
let go the ropes for our own personal easement, and greater 
comfort, what is to happen to them who are bound to perish 
utterly if we neglect them? And will not the criminal respons- 
ibility of this neglecting of our perishing neighbours in Russia 
become a greater menace to our own spiritual welfare, than the 
exertion and wearing out of ourselves in the effort? Shall we 
not also be compelled, in such a case, to exclaim with the Apostle 
who declared: “Woe is unto me if I preach not the Gospel.” 

In view of the above, we cannot, we must not, vive up hold- 
ing the ropes. Let us rather perish in the doing of it, but let 
us do it, for in this connection we have the glorious promises of 
' our Divine Master, that “Whosoever will save his life shall lose 
it; but whosoever will lose his life for My sake, the same shail 
save it”; and “Cast thy bread upon the waters; for thou shalt 
find it after many days.” 


Il. ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE NEED 


A letter has recently reached us from the wife of one of our 
Missionaries in Soviet Russia. We were almost inclined to write 
instead of wife, the word “widow,” for though her husband is 
still alive, his life is more like unto dying than living. For many 
years already this worthy missionary has been banished to the 
terrible Solovetsky Island in furthest Northern Russia. The la- 
bour there is worse than slavery, and the life even worse than 
death, because death comes instantaneously and brings relief to 
cruel sufferings, but as the newspapers all over the world have 
reported with undisputable facts, Solovetsky Island seems to be 
a place equalled only to that “where the worm dieth not, and the 
fire is not quenched,” and there is also the poor wife, with four 
or five children, left helpless, but for what our Society is doing 
for th 1em, month by month. The letter referred to consisted onl: 
of a few lines, but a letter unlike one which our friends in Eng- 
land are accustomed to receive. Heavy black lines are drawn in 
several places throughout the letter, obliterating several sen- 
tenees and words, which the Bolshevik Censorship did not think 
would be wise for the public outside of Russia to know. Per- 
haps these lines were telling of the cruel sufferings they are go- 
ing through, and the Bolsheviks hate the truth to be known. This 
is one case, where we must continue to hold the ropes. 

From the far East, there have come other cries for help, 


from several quarters. Our hearts were bleeding as we read

about the need, but as we surveyed the situation at our Mission- 
ary Council, we saw that our ropes were not long enough to 
reach into the farthest East, and yet help should be sent, or 
many souls are doomed to perish, and that irrevocably. 

As we write,-we think of similar appeals that have now 
come to us for many years incessantly, like a troop of armed 
men by forced marches. These appeals have knocked on the 
gates of our brain and on the doors of our heart, until it seems 
that we are unable to think of anything else but these perishing 
people, and at night they haunt us with their misery, in our 
dreams. 

We pick up at random some of the news which is brought 
to our notice, and we read that in Tumen in the month of Apri!, 
Pastors Kalugin and Smirnov, who were accused as counter- 
revolutionaries, were shot. Of course, we can assume their 
counter-revolution consisted of reading the Bible and praying to 
God. Towards the end of April, in Esthonia, the County of 
Pechersk, not far from the Soviet Border, there was found a 
stone wrapped in a piece of paper. This paper proved to be a 
letter, which was by this means thrown over the Russian border 
into Esthonia. In this letter are described the blasphemous ac- 
tions of the Communists in the village Church of Korl, near the 
Esthonian Border, during the Easter festivals. The Communists 
broke into the Church during the service, and started an upheav- 
al, and when the Pastor tried to persuade them to cease from 
their hooliganism and leave the Church, they fell upon him, tore 
off his clothing, and led him out of the Church into the neigh- 
bouring woods. Here they bound the Pastor to a tree, and for 
a long time treated him roughly. 


Ill. WHAT IS TO BE DONE? 


We feel we need not multiply proofs of the need. It is not 
necessary to see hundreds of people drowning, when cries for 
help come from every part of the river. 

The sad thing is, that with all these needs, our Missionary 
Treasury is more than empty. We cannot wait a single month, 
no, not even to the Autumn. The help must come immediately, 
without fail, or the hopes and expectations of many who are 
working for the Lord in these lands, will be tragically dashed to 
the ground, for besides Soviet Russia, a great work must be done 
in Poland, Latvia, and among Russian Refugees, sadly scattered 
all over Europe. 

We are endeavouring to do the work as economically as pos- 
sible, and make the English Pound or the American Dollar reach 
furthest. 

Will each recipient and reader of this Statement, place it 
before the Lord, and ask His will about the matter, and then, 
“Whatsoever He saith unto you do it.” (John 2:5.)
